Each member of the School Board had the entire charge 
of two schools, as follows: C. H. Miner, schools Nos. 
4 and 5; John F. Olin, schools Nos. 1 and 2; Eliphalet E- 
Mason, schools Nos. 8 and 6. 


No. 1.— Parker Hit. 


Miss Gertrude A. Trevena taught the summer term of 
twelve weeks. One class in Geography excelled every other 
class in this department that it has ever been my privilege 
to examine. All other branches of study showed good pro- 
gress. Miss Trevena is gifted and scholarly, a thorough dis- 
ciplinarian and a natural educator. The school is exceed- 
ingly fortunate that secures her services. The fall term of 
eleven weeks was taught by Miss Cora Woolson. The clos- 
ing examination showed that fair progress had been made. 
Miss Woolson is bound to succeed as she looks carefully af- 
ter the details of her work.

The summer term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Nina 
M. Elms, with the result of fair improvement. Miss Elms is 
an energetic teacher and took a deep interest in her work. 
The fall term of eleven weeks was taught by Mr. Dwight. H. 
Parker, and was very successful. He introduced new fea- 
tures which had the effect to stimulate and draw out the 
scholar’s thought. Mr. Parker is avery fine young man, 
talented and upright.
